a.  Information  and  Inatructlona  contained  herein  supplement  JTF  SBVBW 
Operation  Order  1-58,  dated  1  Ootober  1957,  with  ohangea  thereto. 

b.  TOBACCO  will  be  detonated  on  a  barge  moored  at  Station  30,  3,000 
feet  aouthweat  of  Janet  laland,  EaJIWBTOK  Atoll.  The  tl^a  and  date 
of  detonation  will  be  announced  at  a  later  date. 

c.  Ships  will  remain  in  the  ENIWETOK  Lagoon  and  all  personnel  except 
those  authorized  will  be  located  on  FRED,  DAVID  and  ElMER  Islands. 
See  Aopendix  20  to  Annex  N,  attached. 

d.  TOBACCO  la  expected  to  produce  significant  fallout;  thereford,  post- 
shot  cloud  sampling,  radaafe  re-entry  reconnaissance  and  barrier 
patrols  will  be  necessary.  Search  areas  will  be  delineated  by  this 
Keadquartora  on  D-3  and  D-2.  Search  of  the  danger  area  %dll  com¬ 
mence  on  D-2. 

a.  The  over  pressure  and  thermal  energy  expected  at  sites  FRED,  EXMER 
and  DAVID  will  be  negligible.  No  deatructlva  or  hazardous  effects 
are  anticipated  at  these  sites.
